MINISTER ATTACKS

Oliver, Leading Opposition In 
Absence of Sir Wilfrid, Says 
There Are No Apologies. 


Ottawa, Feb, 19.—The first hour or 
two was taken up in the House today 
With questions and minor government 
legislation including Hon. L. P. Pel- 
letier's bill to incréase the pay of mail 


clerks, which received the approval 
of both sides of the House. 

In committee on Hon. Frank Coch- 
rane's bill to reduce the number of 
national transcontinental commission- 
ers from four to one, a debate occur- 
red, which oontinued until the morn- 
ing hours, 

The speakers on the government 
side of the House including Hon. W. 
T. White, minister of finance, who 
contended that the cost of the road 
had been far in excess of what it 
should have been. The late govern- 
ment, he insisted, was entirely respon- 
sible for the fact that the cost had 
fur exceeded the estimate. Mr. White 
also contended that a mistake had 
Deen made by building the Moncton- 
Quebec section before the part of the 
system which runs through Northern 
Ontario and that owing to this mis- 
take the Laurier administration was 
responsible for the existing conditions 
in the west. 

The Liberal Attitude, 

The attitude of the opposition can 
be best summarized in the words of 
Hon, Wrank Oliver, who in the ab- 
sence of Sir Wilfrid Laufer, fn South 
Renfrew, was leading the forces to 
the left of the speaker, He saig that 
as a member of the late government, 
he had absolutely nothing to apolo- 
wize for either in connection with the 
inception or the undertaking or in the 
eonstruction of the road. The cost 
would be high, but the line would be 


one of the best in the world and 
would becomé the property of the 
Dominion, Mr, Oliver, FE, M. Me- 


Donald, ¥. B. Carvell and other op- 
position members, Who “spoke char- 
acterized the dismissal of the com- 
missioners as a bit of petty political 
spite, | 

Premier Borden, whdé spoke late in 
the evening, denied this, He said the 
object of the opposition in discussing 
the matter also gave strength to the 
contention that the commissioners 
should get some recompense for the 
logs of their positions. The govern- 
ment in appointing Major Leonard to 
complete the work had, he believed, 
acted in the best interests of the 
country. 

When the House met E. M. Mac- 
donald (Pictou) asked Premier Bor- 
den if it was true that J. J.. Ritchie, 
K.C., was to be appointed to the Nova 
Scotia supreme court bench to suc- 
ceed Judge Lawrence? 

Premier Borden said that an order 
in council in favor of his appoint- 
ment had been approved.+ 

Hon. Rodolphe Lemieux inquired 
as to the truth of the statement that 
the stated case in regard to the Ne 
Temere decree would be submitted to 
the supreme court this week, 

The Prime Minister replied. that 
the stated case would be submitted 
ag soon as possible, he hoped by the 
end of the week. 

Boundary Resolution Stands, 

When the Manitoba boundary reso- 
lution was reached Premier Borden 
suid it would stand, As a day has 
to be set for the consideration of a 
resolution, notice of which has been 
given and as Wednesday is a parlia- 
mentary holiday, the boundary ques- 
tlon cannot be taken up before Thurs- 
day or Friday at the earliest. 

There was some little discussion of 
Premier Borden's bill to anfend the 
civil service act by providing a higher 
status for the secretaries of ministers 
of the crown, Messrs. Lemieux and 
rank Oliver made pleasefor generous 
consideration of the claims of the 
secretaries of the ex-ministers, The 
Premier said that he understood that 
with the exception of Ernest Lemaire, 
all the old secretaries had been look- 
ed after in a satisfactory way. He 
had taken the case of Mr. Lemaire up 
with Sir Wil'rid Laurier, and it would 
be dealt with in such a way as to 
give justice to the secretary of the 
ex-minister, 

Increase In Rly Clerks Pay. 

Hon. ‘LL. P. Pelletier’s bill to increase 
the status of railway clerks caused 
“ great deal of discussion, The post- 
master general In explaining the ob- 
ject of the bill, said it aimed at the 
increasing of the efficiency of the rail 
way mail service generally. At the 
present time, he said, at the low scale 
of wages prevailing, it was almost 
impossible to get men. Hon. Mr, 
Lemieux said with the present! high 
cost of living it Was almost impossible 
to support a family on anything less 
than $1,000 a year, He thought, too,

To the great satisfaction of the dele- 
Sates the city of Lethbridge wags re- 
presented officially at the formal open- 
ing af the convention by Mayor -.acch, 
who addressed the assembly compli- 
menting them on the work they were 
doing for their fellow laborers 
throughout the world, 

The situation today was unique in 
that it was the first time in history 
of the miners’ conventions held ia 
wethbridge that the mayor of the city 
was present to welcome the members. 

President Powell, Vice-President 
Stubbs and Secretary Carter and the 
district officials are all present at the 
convention. They look upon it as an 
important session. Many important 
matters will be Aiscussed ,ameong them 
the closing of the mines, the question 
of fortnightly pay and the matter of 
life saving stations. Powell says that 
he was inclined to agree with the 
statement made by One of the opera- 
tors that the country is flooded with 
fureign coal, thus surfeiting the mark 
for the Alberta product. He knew, he 
said ,that there were at least one mil- 
lion tons of American coal snipped 
into the country when the duty was 
off and thought probably the total 
amount was closer to three millians. 

Mines Running Part Time. 

Miners and operators, he says, are 
suffering alike as a result, The mines 
throughout the district represented 
here today are closed more than ha'f 
the time, The Diamond City mine is 
the only one running shifts. The ten- 
dency of the situation is to grow worse 
instead of better ,and Mr, Powell said 
he could not say when relief would 
come, while many have been exonor- 
ated from paying their union dues on 
account cf the shut down of the 
mines. Morning ,afternoon and even- 
ing sessions will be held during con- 
vention ,which is expected to sit for 
at‘least five days.

In L'Islet county two cases 
af hemorrhagic smallpox, in’ which 
blood oozes through the eruptions, 
have now broken out.

Speaking about the boundary mat- 
ter he referred to the old treaties 
which were confirmed in 1889 at the 
earnest solicitation of Ontarto, while 
Manitoba remained lethargic in the 
matter, “Is it any wonder then?’ 
asked Mr. Aikens, “that the people of 
the west feel a little res*ive when the 
people of Ontario want to claim ter- 
ritory they admitted to belong to 
Manitoba at the time of that judicial 
decision, sli | 

“We hope that within our new ter- 
ritory will He both Fort Churebill and 
Fort Nelson, and when we get these 
ports, we shall not have any objec- 
tion to giving you access to them any 
time you deasire."’

in the propriety of afivery and ac- 
counted for the difference of opinion 
in the north and south on the slave 
question. He traced the spread of 
the anti-slavery governmental action 


in the various naticms of the world, | 


and explained the legal and constitu- 
tional aspect of the Slave trade. 

“The doctrine of nullification verged 
on the doctrine of secession,” he said, 
“The tariff question was only Intro- 
ductory to the doctrine of state rights. 
There were three factions; those who 
warited the slaves, those who wanted 
slavery limited to a certain area sand 
those who wanted the slaves free.” 

The lecturer explained the political 
sittiation in the various portions of 
the United States and the different 
attitudes c¢ the organizations of the 
people. He told of the growth of the 
woupe} of liberty ,assisted by the lead- 
ers such as Garrison and by literature 
euch ‘as Uncle Tom's Cabin. 

He said: “The ancestry of Lincoln 
contained naught but the simple an- 
cals of the poor. They were all poor 
In thee days, but the Lincoln's were 
poorer than anybody else,” 

Many of the interesting homely tn- 
cidatts of the home life of Abe Lin- 
co} were related ,such as Abe's strug- 
ales for an education procured from | 
books or from travel and observation 
One of these anecdotes told how once 
when visiting a slave mart Lincoln 
declared “If ever I get @ chance [to 
hit: this thing I will hit it hard.” 

The political career of Lincoln was 
traced from hig first campaign to his 
election as president «af the United 
Btates..
